FORD IS EXPECTED 
TO MAKE BID SOON 


Thomas W. Martin Dis- 
cusses With Committee 
Proposed Offer of Power 
Companies. 


Washington, April 6.—(®)—With 
Henry Ford reported ready with a 
counter-bid, a group of southern pow- 
er companies came forward today with 
proposals for Icasing Muscle Shoals. 

Thomas W. Martin, president ef the 
Alabama Power company, acted as 
spokesman for the power interests aud 
for more than two hours discussed 
with the joint Muscle Shoals congres- 
sional committee the merits of a bid 
which they expect to submit by Sat- 
urday, the deadline set by the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Ford was reported as having 
already prepared a bid but that he 
might withhold offering it until the 
recommendations of the committee are 

laced before the senate and house.

stitute for the power companie:’ pro- 
posal, 

Atlanta Company Represented. 

The power companies were repre- 
sented as controlling a capital of 
$150,000,000, It was the first time 
during congressional consideration of 
Muscle Shoals that power companies 
of Arkansas, Kentucky and Florida 
were found among the bidders. The 
companies associated in the proposed 
joint bid include the Alabama Power 
company, Arkansas Light and Power 
company, Louisiana Power and Light 
company, Mississippi Light and 
Power company, Mississippi Power 
company, Tennessee Power company. 
Kentucky Utilities company, Gulf 
Klectriec company, of Florida, Georgia 
Railway, Light and Power company, 
Memphis Power and Light company 
and Kentucky Power company.

IARDINE F AILS 
TOINDORSE FARM 
RELIEF MEASURE 


Secretary Not Prepared 
To Back Bills Embody- 
ing Fee on Agricultural 
Commodities. 


Washington, April 6.-—(/)—After 
an informal breakfast with the Kan- 
sas congressional delegation today, 
Secretary Jardine was described as 
not being prepared to indorse farm 
relief legislation that would embody 
the plan for a fee on agricultural 
commodities to be used in handling 
the surplus problem. 

The breakfast was given at the 
capitol by Representative Tincher, re- 
publican. Mr. Jardine indicated, how- 
ever, that congress would enact addi- 
tional farm legislation. 

He favors creation of a farm board 
in the department of agriculture with 
broad powers to deal with farm prob- 
jems, 

Bill Explained. 

Further details of the modified corn 
belt farm relief bill agreed on by 
agricultural leaders of the south and 
the middle west were explained to the 
house agricultural committee today by 
C. L. Stayley, of Oklahoma City, 
spokesman for a delegation represent- 
ing cotton producers ia ten states. 
Mr. Stayley urged fayvwrable action on 
the measure, which wouvid stabilize 
surplus crop prices by pacing an 
equalization fee on basie products. 

A bill similar to thec under con- 
sideration by the house committee was 
introduced today before the senate 
agriculture committee. 

Chester Gray, representing the 
American farm bureau federation, 
said jt was a “step toward giving the 
farmer adequate profits to enable him 
to maintain parity with other indus- 
ry. 

Education Needed. 

Explaining an amendment to_ the 
bill to defer for three years the fee 
on cotton, Mr. Stayley said this time 
was necessary to “educate” southern 
farmers to accept the new form of 
marketing. 

He said the idea could be sold to 
the south and already was gaining 
wide support. 

At present, he added, prospects of 
another big crop was holding down 
the price, and a continued surplus 
“would ruin the cotton farmer.’ 

Pending the equalization fee, he 
continued, a direct federal appropria- 
tion might be necessary to protect 
cotton. 

“It is true,” he said, “that it would 
be a subsidy. But it would not be 
a permanent policy. We have paid 
from the pockets of American citi- 
gens to foreign nations that which 
was necessary to carry them over.

FOUR DEMOCRATS 
MADE MANAGERS 


Nine Men Are Authoriz- 
ed To Summon Wit- 
nesses Who Did Not Ap- 
pear Before Committee. 


Washington, April 6—()—The 
house today appointed nine managers 
to prosecute the case against Federal 
Judge English, of Illinois, and form- 
ally notified the senate of his im- 
peachment on charges of “high misde- 
meanor’” in office. 

The senate, which is to try the case, 
promptly adopted a resolution direct- 
ing its secretary to notify the hduse 
that it is ready to receive the man- 
agers. They are not expected to ap- 
pear for several days, however, as 
they first will hold sessions to map 
out procedure. 

Besides naming the prosecutors— 
five republicans and four democrats 
of the judiciary committee—the house 
adopted a resolution instructing its 
clerk to notify the senate and demand- 
ing the conviction of Judge English 
in the name of the house and ‘“‘the 
people of the United States.”* 

Morevore, the house authorized its 
managers to subpoena witnesses and 
documents and to bring in witnesses 


in addition to those heard by the 
judiciary committee. This would per- 
mit the summoning of Charles B., 
Thomas, referee in bankruptey under 
Judge English, if that should be de- 
sirable as the senate trial proceeds. 

After the managers formally present 
their indictment against Judge Eng- 
lish the senate will fix a time at 
which the judge must appear in per- 
son before the senate bar. Upon his 
appearance he will be given a week 
or more in which to make written re- 
ply to the charges against him. 

The republican managers are Rep- 
resentatives Hersey, of Maine; Mich- 
ener, of Michigan; Stobbs, of Massa- 
chusetts; Boies, of Iowa, and Moore, 
of Ohio. 

The den.ocrats are Representatives 
Sumners, of Texas; Montague, of Vir- 
ginias Dominick, of South Carolina, 
and Tillman, of Arkansas.

NEW ALLIANCES | 
BRING CHANGE 
IN PEKIN’ SIEEE 


National Army Greatly 
Strengthened by Agree- 
ment of Aid From Two 
Strong Generals.

Pekin, April 6.—Important politi- 
cal developments entirely change the 


military situation. According to well- 
authenticated information, a coalition 


has been formed between the Kuomin- 
chun (national army) of General 
Feng Yu-Hsiang, General Wu Pei-Fu, 
Yen Hsi-Hsian, 


province, and Sun Chuang Fang, gov- 
ernor of Kiangsi province, for the 
destruction of the Chih-Li and Shan- 
tung armies now besieging Pekin. 
The terms reported agreed to at the 
conference held at Paotingfu are: 
First: General Feng Yu-Hsiang’s 
retirement is to become permanent; 
second, restoration of Tsao-Kun to the 


governor of Shansi 


presidency; third, the restoration of 
the Nanking provincial constitution; 
fourth, the governing cabinet will op- 
erate until the election under the 
Nanking constitution. 

Under this agreement Sun Chuan- 
Fang will strike Shantung province 
from the south, General Wu Pei-Fu 
and Yen Hsi-Shan wili drive against 
the Chih-Li army from the west and 
the Kuominchun will attack from the 
north. Under these circumstances, 
General Chang Tso-Lin is expected to 
withdraw to Manchuria, if not, alse 
turning upon the former allies. 

A Kuominchun airplane flew low 
over Pekin just before dusk today in 
an effort to assure the residents that 
further air raids will be combated. 
Already a besieging force has begun 
a movement toward Shantung -be- 
cause of the pressure there. 

The fourth successive bombing raid 
by airplanes attached to the army of 
Chang Tso-Lin took place this fore- 
noon in an attempt to reach Arbor 
day celebrants, including officials who 
were planting trees in the Temple of 
Agriculture, this being the annual 
spring holiday. Six of the bombs 
dropped were hits, including one 
which sfruck a theater half a mile 
south of the legation wall. 


House Votes Down Move 
To Levy Additional One- 
Cent Tax by Vote of 101 
To 40. 


ACTION FOLLOWS 
LENGTHY DEBATE 


Ratification of Vote by 
House in Committee of 
the Whole Set for This 
Morning. 


By vote of 101 to 40, the house 
acting in committee of the whole 
Tuesday voted, to defeat the Harris 
bill providing for an increase in the 
state gasoline tax from 4 to 5 cents. 
The formality of final action by the 
house, in confirmation of its own 
committee report, was deferred until 
Wednesday when a motion to ad- 
journ, made by the author of the 
bill, was carried by 92 to 84 votes. 

Action of the committee of the 
whole house followed an hour and a 
half of debate and another hour of 
filibustering and jockeying for pre- 
liminary advantage. All proposed 
amendments to the bill were rejected 
before final vote to adverse the meas- 
ure was cast. 

The next bill on the regular house 
calendar is the constitutional amend- 
ment to submit to voters of the state 
a $70,000,000 road bond issue. The 
measure provides that the bonds shall 
be issued against the gasoline tax 
revenues and that these shall never 
be decreased from their present rate 
nor diverted for any other purpose. 
Bond proponents have worked out a 
plan of highway construction, hinged 
upon passage of this bill, providiwg 
for expenditure of $129,000,000 in_the 
next seven years, involving hard-sur- 
facing of 4,800 miles of state high- 
way, linking all county seats with 
at least two roads from each and 
providing for paving of the remain- 
der of the 6,300-mile state road sys- 
tem in the next three years follow- 
ing the first seven-year period. 

The bill will reqnire 138 affirmative | 
votes, or two-thirds of the ‘member- 
ship, to pass the house, and 34 af- 
firmatice votes in the senate. It will 
then have to be again ratified by the 
voters at the November election before 
it becomes‘a law. It has been made

Sister Mourns 


NO PRIEST, NO FLOWERS AS BANDIT IS BURIED 


As Chapman Is Laid To Rest 


at Cemetery

Hartford, Conn., April 6.—The lone- 
liness that had marked Gerald Chap- 
man’s life, vanished in death. A bro- 
ken woman kneeled among the weeds 
in Mount Saint Benedict’s cemetery, 
in the suburbs of this city, early this 
morning, and prayed beside the open- 
ed coffin containing all that was mor- 
tal of society's most conspicuous 
enemy. 

Four men stood nearby, and another 
woman sat in a waiting car as the 
workers completed digging the unfin- 
ished grave in unconsecrated ground. 

There was no ceremony; no priest; 
no flowers. Only the dead criminal, his 
closed eyes turned toward the sky, 
the five mourners, and the undertaker. 
The two lone newspaper men permit- 
ted in attendance stood back respect- 
fully. They had seen Gerald Chap- 
man hanged in Wethersfield prison § 
hours before for the murder of Police- 
man James Skelly at New Britain. 

They knew the kneeling woman was 
his sister. 

Bleod Ties Too Strong. 


They have.known for months that 
the bandit’s sister lives in New York 


but they have not crucified the broken 
woman upon the cross of publicity and 
she shall be nameless now. For 17 
years she has regarded her erring 
brother as “dead,” but yesterday, blood 
ties proved too strong, and she hur- 
ried to Wetherfield. She covld not 
see Chapman at the last, but she went 
with his attorneys to the grave. 

Immediately after the hanging the 
body was.taken to the C. J. Dillon 
undertaking parlors in Hartford. 
Throngs of the morbidly curious fol- 
lowed the speeding ambulance that 
bore it and milled around the under- 
taker’s place until an early hour this 
morning. After all the curious had 
dispersed, the pitiful little funeral 
party set out for Mount Saint Bene- 
dict’s. 

It consisted of the sister and a 
young woman friend who had accom- 
panied her from New York. With 
them rode three of the lawyers who 
waged desperate battle for Chapman's 


life.

Ray M. Wiley, lawyer of Springfield, 
Mass., these and the executed man's 
sister were the mourners. Dillon, the 
undertuker, was the fourth man. They 


had gathered at Dillon's in the early | 


morning hours and before they left«for 
the cemetery they opened the gray 
plush coffin and gazed for a moment 
on the dead man's face. It was quiet 
and composed. 

Slip Out Back Way. 

To escape the morbidly curious 
crowd they slipped the casket out ‘the 
back way and sneaked out behind it, 
a single car following the motor 
hearse to the burial ground. 

And there the grave which, they had 
had a whole year to prepare, wasn’t 
finished. They set the coffin down 
on the turf amid the pitiful stones 
that mark this dismal section of the 
cemetery and again opened the casket 
for a last look at the dead man. 

Then the sister fell to her knees and 
prayed while she wept. She felt the 
tragedy more keenly because of her 
failure to see her brother before he 
died. There was an-ironie touch to 
the episode. Chapman, the lonely, had 
had no visit from friend or relative 
after his conviction. He went to the 
noose, thinking they would not come— 
and the sister, who had been denied 
admission, stood in the throng of 3,000 
curious outside the prison walls, while 
the gruesome ceremony of justice went 
on within. 

Denied Entrance. 

This denial was due to the fact 
she came out to the prison alone and 
the authorities felt she was merely 
another of the numerous unfortunates 
of her sex who had pretended interest 
in the case. 


They were assured by a county de- 
tective that the woman was not relat- 
ed to the doomed man. They thought 
he knew what he was talking about 
and refused to let her in. After Chap- 
man had been yanked into eternity, on 
the strange scientific hanging machine, 
they use in Wethersfield, she sought 
out his Igwyers and so won considera- 
tion. e attorneys in turn told 
newspaper men of her experience. And 
they took her to her brother’s grave. 
They stood by and watched her pray,

Rioting by Italians Is An- 
swer to Reports U. S. Is 
Holding Up War Debt 
Settlement. 


SEVEN U.S. SAILORS 
INJURED IN FIGHT 


American Tourists, Who 
Spent Easter in Venice, 
Reveal News Barred by 
Italian Censor.

Vienna, April 6.-—Organized riot- 
ing throughout the Easter holidays, 
conducted by the Italian  fascisti 
against the American’ personnel of 
four destroyers anchored at Venice, 
in which one American was seriously 
wounded and six others were silghtly 
injured, was the fascisti's answer to 
reports that the American congress 
is holding up the Italian debt settle- 
ment, and Senator William Borah’s 
attack upon the violence of the dicta- 
torship in Italy. 

Frightened American tourists, who 
spent Easter in Venice, as well as 
the representative of a Manchester 
newspaper, supplied details of the af- 
fair which the Italian censorship is 
supressing. 

Insult U. S. Sailor. 

The rioting began Good Friday 
when a group of fascisti in St. Mark’s 
square insulted an American sailor, 
while numerous tourists, mostly Ger- 
man and the militia looked on. 

The fascisti band called the sailor 
“a fat swine” and the “representative 
of a Shylock nation.” Fist fights 
followed with the American beating 
off six faseists. A _ seore of black 
shirts fell upon the American and 
yelled “morto Americani’-—death to 
the Americans—as the sailor fell to 
the ground. 

The sailor was arrested and spent 
the night in jail. 

Saturday, groups of 24 fascists 
coneentrated near the Hotel Cavalet- 
to, from whose windows the Ameri- 
can tourists saw them beating up 
sailors without warning. Whenever 
four or more sailors appeared, the 
40 fascists desisted, but whenever 20 
fascists found one American they beat 
him sens?less, 

Denounce America. 

In all cases the foreigners, includ- 
ing many Germans who understood 
Italian, heard the faseisti denounce 


the American government for not rat- 
ifying the Italian debts and heard 
Senator Borah’s name screamed by 
the fascist bands. 

The sailors were from the destroy- 
ers—the Coghlan, the Bruee,_ the 
Preston and the Lawson. Outside of 
the case where the sailor was taken 
to prison the rioting was not re- 
ported by the Americans who prefer- 
red to keep silent rather than stop 
the shore leave of their comrades, 
whieh would follow the rioting re- 
ports. 

The ..mericans report there is the 
bitterest feeling among the fascisti 
on account of the government news- 
papers misreporting the debt situa- 
tion in America. The British news- 
paper man himself saw six Ameri-| 
can sailors injured.

“We are now eight years from the 
close of the war,” he said.’

COURT DECISION 
IS BLOW TO DRYS 


Andrews Says Ruling 
Will Restore 340 Plants 
Closed as Feeders for 
Bootleggers.

Washington, April 6—Some of the 
more conspicuous holes in prohibition 
enforcement were inspected by the 


state judiciary subcommittee Tuesday 
when questioning of Lincoln C. An- 
drews, assistant secretary of the 
treasury and chief prohibition officer, 
was resumed. 

Andrews testified that— 

Only 5 per cent of the smuggled 
liquor is seized by federal agents. 

Jn the six years of prohibition 121 
agents have been discharged for 
bribery, extortion and such offenses; 
Senator Reed, wet member of the com- 
mittee, placed the total number of 
discharges for “crookedness’’ at 857 
and was not disputed by Andrews. © 

The ruling of the United States 
circuit court of appeals in New York 
Monday against the revocation of in- 
dustrial alcohol plants would restore 
340 plants that have been put out of 
business by the prohibition unit be- 
cause they were regarded as feeders 
for bootleg liquor dealers. 

Anti-freeze solutions and embalm- 
ing fluids are used in distilling liquor.

Prohibition agents dislike to drink 
liquor to get evidence—because the 
stuff is so bad.

Andrews said 20 workers in the 
prohibition unit had been barred: be- 
cause of false statements; 121° were 
excluded for extortion, bribery and 
solicitations of money; 80 for filing 
false expense accounts; 61 for coliu- 
sit 1 and conspiracy. Reed said there 
had been a great many other dismissals 
for irregularities, bringing the total to 
875 out of the 10,000 agents who hare

HYPOTHYROIDISM. 
Shortage of iodin in the feed or wa- 
of sometimes accounts for 
hairless pigs. Michigan farmers fail- 
ed in wool growing until they Jearned 
to provide an adequate iodin ration for 
the sheep. Salmon and trout raised 
in fish hatcheries, fed liver, kept in 
crowded tanks or pools, suffer great- 
ly from goiter. The goiter is pre- 
vented by the regular addition of mi- 
nute traces of iodin (in the form of 


SOWS, 


(an iodid usually) to the water the fish 


live in, or by feeding them regularly 
hashed sea _ fish. Lake Erie pike 
and bass are often found to have 
goiter. 

Goiter is notably common among 
children and adolescent: in the Great 
Lakes region, in the upper Missouri, 
and Yellowstone valleys, and in eastern 
Oregon and Washington state. In 
some cities in these goitrous regions 
most of the schoolgirls present signs 
of goiter. It is due to iodin. detic- 
ieney. ‘The food, water, air or medi- 
cine fails to provide the essential 
amount of iodin for normal growth and 
health. All the iodin in the world 
came originally from the sea, scientists 
assure us: it is all going back to the 
sea, apparently. People suffering from 
iodin deficiency disease had better hur- 
ry up and get their iodin before it is 
all gone from the soil, water, vegetable 
and animal foodstuffs. Even now if 
is poor picking in Spokane, Grand 
Rapids and Akron.

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ITHOUT the excessive effort for booms of any sort, Atlanta 
goes steadily on breaking all previous records of growth---rec- 
ords which the city has made in the past decade, and records 
which her sister cities have made. There is a sustained growth 
in the vital statistics of Atlanta which is unequalled by any other city in 


the South. 


. 


Atlanta broke all records for the month of February in building permits among the cities 
of the South. No year has ever registered such figures in building permits during the short- 
est month of the twelve. The total building permits in Atlanta for February, 1926, reached 


the unprecedented sum of $5,781,575. 


Atlanta bank clearings for March, 1926, 
exceeded the peak clearings of March, 1920. 
At the end of the first four weeks of March, 
this year, the clearings had reached the high 
mark of $293,846,148. Substantial growth 
over 1925 March clearings is seen in 
a study of the figures. The 1925 March 
clearings amounted to $281,572,004. Bank 
clearings for 1924 amounted to $2,895,- 
571,944 whereas the clearings for 1925 
amounted to $3,604,290,298. 


Atlanta broke her own high record of 
taxable property last year to a marked de- 
gree. The value of all taxable property in 
1924 was $483,897,410. In 1925 the value 
of taxable property amounted to $507,799,- 
250. This figure will be materially raised 
when the 1926 record is written. Valuations 
in Atlanta are steadily climbing because of 
the constant and sustained growth in popu- 
lation and because of the development here 
of.so many major industrial interests.

Ruth Oakes and Fiance, 
A. G. Maynard, Fail To 
Throw Light on Tragedy 
At Inquest. 


Decatur, Ga., April 6.—(Special)— 
Death of Andrew J. Oakes, aged 65, 
of 121 North MeDonough street, who 
succumbed Monday night from a bul- 


let wound in the right temple, re- 
mains a mystery. Nothing new was 
revealed at today’s inquest, which re- 
sulted in release of A. G. Maynard, 
truck driver of ‘the local fire depart- 
ment, and suitor of Oakes’ daughter. 

Judge ©. H. Livesey, justice of the 
peace, presided and the verdict was 
“that Oakes was killed at the hands 
of an unknown party.” 

Maynard said he visited the Oakes’ 
home about 7 o’clock Monday evening 
and that Oakes caused him to flee. 
The girl was called upon to testify 
and she told of trouble between May- 
nard and her father, but she was 
unable to tell how her father met 
death. . 

Maynard, whose engagement to 
Miss Ruth Oakes was said to have 
been the cause of friction which led 
to an altercation between himself and 
Oakes immediately preceding the 
shooting, in testifying before  the' 
coroner’s jury said that his recollec- 
tion of what happened after Oakes; 
entered the room with a revolver was 
“rather hazy.” 

“I ran out of the room and headed 

around the house,” he said. “I do 
not know whether Mr. Oakes shot at: 
me while I was jumping the back 
fence. I circled around several houses 
and came back to see what had hap- 
pened to Ruth. I put her into her 
automobile and drove to my sisters 
home.”
